Camellias are not only the cleanest of shrubs but, here in South- 
ern California, flaunt their exquisite bloom for at least seven months 
of the year. Besides, they serve many a useful purpose. Many 
varieties grow quite rapidly and planted in informal hedges soon 
create an atmosphere of charm and elegance. Planted in pots, for 
use in the shadier parts of the patio, their big cool leaves and in- 
triguing bloom lend an enchantment few other plants can match. 


While Camellias are generally considered to be shade loving 
shrubs many varieties will enjoy a quite sunny location, among them 
Covina, California, Elena Nobile, Mission Bells, Mme. Jannoch, Prof. 
Sargent and of course the dainty Sasanquas. 


Contrary to the belief of many, Camellias are quite easily grown 
if a few simple directions are followed. In planting, dig a hole twice 
as large in depth and width as is necessary to accommodate the earth 
about the roots of the plant, fill in beneath and around the ball of 
earth, using a mixture of 1/3 peat moss and 2/3 top soil, adding 
10% sand if soil is heavy. Plant a little higher than Camellia was 
growing in container in which you received it. Mulch with leaf mold, 
peat or well rotted manure soon after planting. Do not cultivate. 
Fertilize with Camellia Bet-er Growe following directions on package 
‘and spread a teaspoonful of soil sulphur around the plant. 


Keep plants moist at all times. Long shoots may be pruned 
‘back to 3 or 4 eyes as soon as wood has hardened. In cutting flowers 
Jeave at least 2 or 3 eyes of previous year’s growth. 


* Camellias are now much cheaper than they have been for a 
number of years. Considering the years of colorful satisfaction they 
provide Camellias are really no more expensive than the cheapest 
of shrubs.

The leaves, medium in size and color, 
show marked venation and are acutely pointed. The shrub is woodsy in effect, being 
willowy, airy and open in growth. Excellent for cut flowers. Mid-season. Plant 
Pat.

BLOOD OF CHINA. A velvety deep salmon-red blossom, large, loose and in- 
formally double, of the peony type. The yellow stamens are intermingled with the 
small center petals. It blooms late in the season but quite freely. The plant is 
dense and spreading; the foliage rounded, glossy and deep green. 1-gal., $3.00;

BROOKLYNIA. A medium to large formal double Camellia of pink, mottled 
and splashed with white. A vigorous plant of bushy growth. Heavy bloom. Mid- to 
late season.

CALIFORNIA. Very large semi-double bloom of rose-red with broad, long and 
thick petals. The foliage is most unusual, very large, leathery, heavy and dark 
green.

COLLETII. A medium sized peony form Camellia, blood-red in color marked 
with pure white, that shows the stamens when fully open. It is a slow grower, of 
bushy habit, with large, dark green foliage.

COVINA. One of the best producers among the Camellias, blooming freely over 
a long period. The flowers are medium in size, semi-double, clear rose-pink, the 
petals more loosely arranged than in a formal double.

CREPE ROSETTE. This is a new and very unique variety. It is a large semi- 
double deep pink flower veined red with the petals margined white. The shrub is 
of medium and compact growth and it blooms intermittently throughout the season.

DAIKAGURA. One of the earliest Camellias to bloom. Bright rose-red splotched 
with white, a peony type, its center petals are smaller and often curled and twisted.

DEBUTANTE. This is a favorite as a cut flower. A solid light pink, peony form 
Camellia that is tightly formed and does not show the stamens. The plant is tall 
and vigorous; its medium sized leaves are deeply serrated. Early to mid-season.

DONCKELARI. (English). A free blooming, semi-double, large petaled Camellia 
of intense, unfading cherry-red marked with white. The center is filled with golden 
stamens and anthers. The foliage is long, smooth, glossy and sharply pointed; the 
shrub is dwarf, slender and willowy in growth, and though slow growing it produces 
flowers freely.

DUCHESSE DE CASES. A double peony form of rose-pink blended with shell 
pink and ivory. The full center shows tones from blush white to pale pink and deeper 
pink. The plant occasionally bears a clear pink bloom. Vigorous, upright, compact 
shrub.

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DUNCAN BELL. Brilliant blood-red anemone type Camellia, four and a half to 
six inches across, the outer petals surrounding a mass of petaloids. Extremely un- 
usual. The plant is upright, open and vigorous, with large dark green foliage. Mid- 
season.

ELEANOR HAGOOD. Delicate, almost blush pink formal double, medium to large 
in size. When it first opens the color is nearly that of Pink Perfection, but as it 
unfolds it becomes ua and paler until the center is almost white. Compact, 
upright growth.

ELENA NOBILE. This small to medium rose form Camellia opens to show a 
mass of golden stamens. The color is a remarkable shade of red, described by some 
as flame, by others as watermelon. It blooms late but heavily. The plant is strong 
and upright in growth; its leaves medium in size and dark green. 1-gal., $2.25;

ELIZABETH. White with a small pink marking on a few petals. The bloom, 
a medium formal double, is compact and incurved. A strong growing shrub with 
large glossy foliage and profuse bloom. Mid to late. 5-gal., $7.00. 


ELIZABETH BOARDMAN. A new and desirable white, with very large hem- 
ispherical fluted petals in a semi-double flower form. The growth is medium, com- 
pact and upright. This Camellia should be in every Camellia collection. Mid-season.

ELLA DRAYTON. A medium to large formal double red Camellia, cherry-red 
on reverse side, with big petals which give a star-like effect. The shrub is tall, 
slender and vigorous and branches freely.

EMPEROR OF RUSSIA. A showy Camellia with huge waxy outer petals of bril- 
liant geranium red, occasionally flecked with white, around a center of small re- 
curved petaloids interestingly mingled with golden stamens. Mid-season. 1-gal.,

FIMBRIATA. The exquisite formal double blooms are like those of Alba Plena 
except that the petals overlap, giving a scalloped effect and are daintily fringed on 
the edges. No stamens show. This is the perfect Camellia, for one can scarcely 
imagine a more delicate bloom. Slow growing, bushy and spreading shrub with light 
green foliage.

FINLANDIA. Extremely large semi-double white Camellia unusually delicate 
and clear-cut in form. The petals are broad and fluted; the golden stamens extremely 
showy. The medium green foliage is carried on a compact, bushy plant. Early to 
mid-season.

FINLANDIA VAR. (Aurora Borealis). The large waved flower is a semi-double 
white, streaked and splashed with crimson.

The stamens show only when the flower is fully open. The foliage is a deep, glossy 
green. Though the growth is very slow, it is upright and compact. Mid- to late 
season.

GLEN 40 VAR. Similar in all respects to the ee Camellia, except that 
it is marked with white instead of being a pure red. t-gal., $7.00. 


GLOIRE DE NANTES VAR. (Fanny Bolis). An informa! semi-double rose-red 
flower, boldly marbled with white. The golden stamens make a fine display among 
the loosely arranged center petals. The plant is vigorous and bushy with large 
dark leathery foliage. Mid-season. 1-gal., $2.25; 5-gal., $6.50. 


GOVERNOR EARL WARREN. Introduced last year, this Camellia is certain to 
become one of the most popular of all. It is a very large, loose, rose form double 
pink with golden stamens interspersed among the crisp, curled inner petals. Large 
foliage on a shrub of good upright growth. This is a must for every Camellia fan- 
cier. Blooms mid-season to late. 1-gal., $7.50; 5-gal., $15.00. 
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GOVERNOR MOUTON. A rich oriental red flower marbled with white that is 
an informal semi-double. The cluster of center petals is arranged in four or five 
curled sections, with the stamens showing irregularly. The sharply pointed and 
slightly twisted foliage is a dull dark green. The plant is slow in growth but wide 
spreading and willowy. Mid-season. 1-gal., $5.00; 5-gal., $12.50. 


HAKU-RAKUTEN. A large white semi-peony Camellia of unique form. The 
outer row of petals surrounds a central cone that unfurls slowly like an Englishman’‘s 
umbrella. When fully open gold tipped stamens play hide and seek among the 
center petaloids. Upright and vigorous of growth with large medium green foliage.

HERME. (Jordan’s Pride). One of the very few fragrant Camellias. The 
flower is large, semi-double, light pink with an irregular border of white striped with 
pink. Among the most popular of Camellias. The shrub is pyramidal in form, 
vigorous, with light green foliage. Mid-season. 1-gal., $1.75; 5-gal., $6.00. 


HERME PINK. (Pink Jordan’s Pride). A sport of Herme, the color being that 
of the deepest shade of the parent plant. It is large and loosely double with stamens 
SPR among the petals. Slightly fragrant. A vigorous upright grower. Mid- 
season.

HIGH HAT. A soft pink shading to white that is a sport of Daikagura and has 


the same general characteristics. The foliage is dark, glossy green. Early. 1-gal.,

IL CYGNO. A medium to large double white Camellia, beautifully formed and 
imbricated, choice for corsages. Small, medium green leaves on a shrub of moderate 
upright growth. Mid-season to late, 1-gal., $6.00. 


IMPERATOR. A deep Christmas red peony form flower to four inches across, 
having a slight perfume. The vigorous bush grows tall, open and upright. Early to 
mid-season. 1-gal., $1.75; 5-gal., $6.00. 


j. H. L. PATCHETT VAR. Those of you who have always admired the spectacular 
Camellia Anita should enjoy this new variety that is similar in color and flower form 
yet the bloom does not shatter. A medium to large semi-double pink flower striped 


with carmine that is very showy. The shrub is upright in growth. Mid-season. 
l-gal., $3.25. 


JOHN LAING. A lovely soft salmon-rose Camellia of medium size, a compact 
double, symmetrical in form. Quite desirable for corsages. The shrub is vigorous 
and much branched, with small glossy foliage. Mid-season. 1-gal., $1.50; 5-gal

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KIMBERLEY. Deep blood-red single, medium sized flowers with striking and 
prominent golden stamens, reaching out to the very edge of the thick petaled bloom. 


Vigorous, compact, columnar shrub with deep green foliage. Mid-season.  1-gal., 
$4.00. 


KING LEAR. Another beautiful variegated sport of Finlandia that is cherry: red 
with large white blotches. As with the parent, the flower is semi-double with a 
slight cup shape and a prominent circle of stamens. It is showy and choice. The 
shrub grows compact and bushy. Bloom in mid-season, 1-gal., $5.00. 


K. SAWADA. Here is a new formal double white from the Deep South that is 
surely one of the best of its type. The color is pure white, the petals imbricated 
with a charming rosebud center. Blooms when quite small. The shrub is compact 
and upright with medium green foliage. Mid-season. Pat. 431. I-gal., $6.00; 

5-gal., $12.50. 


KUMASAKA. A fine, giant flowered Camellia possessing a delicate perfume. 
The blossom is rose-pink with darker veins, giving it a mottled appearance. The 
few large outer petals are irregular and fluffy; the varying number of petaloids in 
the center is interestingly curled around the showy golden stamens. Pyramidal in 
form, the vigorous shrub grows tall, slender and compact. A heavy bloomer. Mid- 
to late season. 1-gal., $2.00; 5-gal., $7.00. 


LADY CLARE. (Grandiflora Rosea). One of the largest of the Camellias with 
a unique form of broad, deep rose petals in two rows, which open flat around a center 
of long, bright yellow stamens. The bushy plant grows upright and has excellent 
foliage, large, deep green and sharply pointed. Mid-season. 1-gal., $2.75; 5-gal.,

LADY MARY CROMARTIE. Deep rose pink Camellia, a large, semi-double with 
very prominent stamens mingled with the center ruffled petals. RS light green

LADY VANSITTART. A medium to large Camellia of white striped rose-pink 
and with the stamens showing. Slow and bushy in growth with dark green, holly- 
like foliage.

LALLAROOK. (Laurel Leaf). One of the finest of all Camellias. The full 
formal double flower is salmon-pink, shading to a deeper tone on the tips of the 
incurved petals, and usually spotted with white. The form is symmetrical, imbri- 
cated, with no stamens showing, a handsome, perfectly shaped Camellia. The foliage 
is long, narrow, pointed and rich green; the shrub is slow of growth but compact and 
upright. Mid- to late season. 1-gal., $4.50; 5-gal., $10.50. 


LAUREN BACALL. Large rose-red semi-double with the petals arranged in two 
rows and with prominent golden stamens. The foliage is large, dark green and 
pointed. Mid-season. 5-gal., $12.50. 


LINDSAY NEILL. A striking new and large Camellia, semi-double to loose 
peony in form and marbled red and white in color. The yellow stamens are inter- 
spersed irregularly among the petals. The shrub, dwarf and spreading in form, is 
slow growing and has large, broad foliage. Mid-season. 1-gal., $7.00; 5-gal., $15.00. 
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LOTUS. The finest and largest semi-double white Camellia, with huge, wide 
open, crinkled petals that resemble the Water Lotus. Spectacular golden stamens 
add to its charm. It is a profuse mid-season bloomer. Its long, glossy, dark green 
leaves correspond in size with the flower. The shrub is of rapid upright growth.

MAGNOLIAEFLORA, (English). Quite unusual in form. The four center 
petals are angular at the tips, almost forming a square. The eight outer petals lie 
more or less flat and suggest a saucer, holding a cup formed of the four center 
petals. The color is the palest of blush pinks with a faint streak of deeper pink 
down the center of the outer petals. Slender, serrated, mee pointed leaves add 
to its charm. Compact and slow in growth. Mid-season. 1-gal., $6.00; 5-gal.,

MARGARETE HERTRICH. A large, pure white, imbricated formal double 
Camellia with many petals, usually 60 to 65, and with good lasting qualities. It has 
been named for the wife of the Director emeritus of the Huntington Library Botani- 
_ cal Gardens in San Marino. The vigorous, upright shrub grows sturdily bushy and 
moderately fast. The leaves of substantial texture are dark and shining, oblong in 
shape with elongated points and serrated margins. Mid-season. 1-gal., $7.00;

MARGHERITA COLEONI. (General Douglas MacArthur). Large rose form 
double of dark red, with imbricated petals. Some blooms are blotched with white. 
Slender but vigorous growth; medium sized smooth leaves. Late. 1-gal., $4.00;

MATHOTIANA. (Julia Drayton). Large red waxy flowers, rose double in form, 
with petals lying more or less flat, one of the largest of the reds. The shrub is a 
rapid, compact and upright grower and has large, medium green leaves. Mid- to 
late season.

MATHOTIANA ALBA. A fully formal double, wax-like white Camellia, large, 
symmetrical and imbricated. Occasionally one petal has a red spot, hence it is 
popularly called “Blood of Christ’’; at other times it has a faint pink line on the 
back of the petals, which tend to roll back. Late. 1-gal., $3.00; 5-gal., $7.50. 


MATHOTIANA VAR. Symmetrical large double red flowers, with huge petals 
marbled irregularly with white spots and blotches. Leathery foliage on a rapidly 
growing plant.

MATOSI. Symmetrical medium formal double, pale pink Camellia with a few 
white flecks through the flower.
